Washington, D. C., April 23, —Like 
the missing horseshoe nail that cost 
a monarch his kingdcm, the failure 
to provide bincculars or spy glasses 
for the lookouts on the Titanic was 
one contributing cause of that ship's 
loss and with it the loss of more than 


1,600 lives. 

Two witnesses before the senate in- 
vestigating committee today agreed 
on this. They were Frederick Fleet, 
a lookout on the and Major 
Arthur Godfrey Peuchen, a Canadian 
manufacturer and yachtman who was 
among the rescued passengers, 

Fleet acknowledged that if he had 
been aided in his observations by a 
good glass he probably could have 
spied the berg into which the ship 
crashed in time to have warned the 
bridge to avoid it. Major Peuchen 
also testified to the much greater 
sweep of vision afforded by binoculars 
and a yachtsman said the presence 
ot icebergs might have been determin- 
ed in time to escape the collision had 
the lookout been 60 equipped, 

It was made to appear 
blame for being without 
not rest.with the lookout men. 
said they asked for them at Sout- 
hampton and were teid there were 
none of them. One glass, in a pinch, 
would have seryed the crowsnest, 

Tnexperieficed Sailors 

The Major criticised in strong terms 
the lack of expeiiencea sailors on 
board the Titanic. He said that when 
the call to quarters was sounded, not 
enough of the crew responded to 
undertake the work required in low- 
ering and filling the boats. Further- 
more, he said, no drills had been held 
from the time the ship left Southamp- 
ton although it was customery to 
hold such drills every Sunday. 

Herbert J. Pittman, third officer 
of the Titanic, told of his failure tc 
turn back the life boat in which he 
and his passengers were idly drifting, 
to atiempt the rescue of others when 
the Titanic went down. 

Shuddering at the recollection, he 
said the cries for help made One long 
ecrtinuous moan, The passengers in- 
sisted that to 60 back wewld mean 
their destruction, he said, so after 
starting in the direction of the cries, 
he reconsidered his orders and waited 
for the dawn. Twice he begged to 
be spared a cecital of the facts but 
Senator Smith pressed him. 

Photographers Active 

The importunities and activives of 
a squad of photegraphers today 80 
aroused Senator Smith that he in- 
dignantly ordered them all excluded

“This enquiry is official and s0l- 
emn,” he said in explanation, “and 
there will be no commerce jalism in it.

Inadequacy of Marine Laws. 

The facts already disclosed point to 
inadequate marine regulations they 
are convinced, and the whele story 
when told will form a basis for new 
marine laws nd lead to international 
conferencea entirely revising ocean 
steamship transportation they do not 
doubt. Information has come to the 
senate that the authorities of all the 
great maritime nations of the world 
are watching the investigation closely. 

The committee had planned to re- 
eall to the stand today Fourth Officer 
Boxhall, of the Titanic, who revealed 
startling facts that an unknown ship 
was sighted about five miles from the 
Titanic long befere she went to the 
bottom. This was the first time any- 
thing had been told of a ship which 
failed to catch the distress signals 
and steamed away leaving the Titanic 
to her fate,
